With | 
the coming of the first spell 
stovepipes are likely to get overheat 
ed; someone is likely to be in a hurry 
to get a warm drink in the morning 
and use coal oil to hasten the boiling 
of the kettle; and in these days of 
high winds the menace is accentuat 
ed. 

Farm fires can be prevented See 
that all stoves chimneys and furnaces 
are in good renair. Protect wood 
floors under stoves with a metal 
shield. Keep the fuel supply away 
from the hot stove. See that all 
chimney openings not in use are pro 
perly closed with metal stoppers and 
not merely papered over. Make sure 
the chimney is clean by having it | 
awept. Keep ashes away from any- | 
thing that will burn. 

Outside the home be sure that hay 
and other roughages are properly cur 
ed before stacking in the barn. Don’t 
allow smoking in the barns and don’t 
allow horse manure to accumulate in 
stables or against buildings. Be sure 
that gasoline and kcrosene are safely 
stored. 

Fire prevention is good economy 
and may save you much sorrow.
